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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a response to the applicant's filing on January 30, 2007 with original 
claims 1-7, 9-20 and 22 are currently presented in the instant application. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-7 and 18, drawn to heat pipes to manage thermal matter of a lighting 
module, classified in class/subclass 362/ 580. 

II. Claims 1, 9-17, 19, 20 and 22, drawn to light radiation features for lighting 
modules, classified in class/subclass 315/149. 

These inventions above are distinct from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

1 . Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility 
such as the lighting module can be operated without heat pipes, reduce power 
supplied to the lighting modules or adding a fan for cooling down an undesired 
temperature of the lighting module while the invention I requires thermal management 
system via heat pipes for enhancing the heat problem. 
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Because these inventions I and II are distinct for tine reasons given above and 
the search required for each Group are different, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper.
